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2016 Statistical Review and Highlights 

By the numbers: 

■ Closed sales : Northwest MLS broker-members reported 95,500 closed sales valued 
at more than $40.3 billion (p.30). 

■ Median price : $337,500 for single-family homes and condos that sold last year, up 
nearly 9 percent from 2015 (p.21). 

■ MLS members added 113,305 new listings of SFH and condos to inventory, an 
increase of 5.3 percent from 2015. (pp. 6-7). 

■ Member brokers represented 14,809 home sellers, on average, each month (p.9). 

■ Months of supply: Inventory was very tight in many areas. System-wide average for 
2016 was around 1.8 months; for the 4-county Puget Sound region it averaged about 
1.3 months, far below levels for a balanced market; in King and Snohomish counties, 
supply dipped below a month’s of supply by the end of 2016 (pp. 16-20). 

■ Luxury sales: Brokers reported 3,251 sales of single family homes and 339 sales of 
condos priced at $1 million or more. 1,771 condos sold for $500,000 or more (p.34). 

■ The MLS area covering West Bellevue (map area 520) had the highest number of 
million dollar-plus single family home sales with 384, followed by map area 560 
(Kirkland-Bridle Trails) with 347. Of the high-end condos ($500,000-plus), about half 
were in Seattle led by Belltown/Downtown Seattle area (with 694) and Central Seattle 
(312). The Eastside accounted for about one-third of the luxury condo sales 

■ Highest prices : Among the 23 counties in the MLS service area. King County claimed 
the highest median price for single family homes that sold last year ($548,000) (p.21). 

■ New construction : The median price for newly built single-family homes that NWMLS 
brokers sold in 2016 area wide was $475,000; for 1,375 newly constructed condos 
that sold the median price $552,900. (p.26-27). 

■ New listing activity and pending sales (mutually accepted offers) peaked in June. 

■ Condos : Brokers sold 13,628 condominiums during 2016; about 62 percent of condo 
sales system-wide were in King County; 76 percent had two or fewer bedrooms 
(p.33). 

■ Prices, 3-bedrooom homes : The median price for a 3-bedroom home that sold in 
2016 was $311,000; county comparisons show a low-end range of $120,000 in Ferry 
County to the high-end range of $485,000 in King County (p.32). 

■ Most expensive : The highest priced single family home that sold was on Mercer 
Island ($9.75+ million); the highest priced luxury condo was at Escala in downtown 
Seattle ($8 million) (p.32). Homes that sold in the Mercer Island School District 
fetched the highest median price at more than $1.3 million (p.40).

Of 3,251 million-dollar-plus sales of SFH, Map Area 520 (Bellevue/West of 405) had highest volume with 384 sales, followed by area 560 (Kirkland-Bridle Trails) with 347, area 390- 
Central Seattle with 287, and area 500-Eastside/S. of 1-90 with 282. The highest priced SFH that sold during 2016 was on Mercer Island, (@$9,751,880), followed by a $9.75 million 
sale of a home in Seattle's Laureihurst neighborhood. Fourteen homes sold for $6 million or more: 3 on Mercer Island, 3 in Seattle, 2 each in Medina and Hunts Point, 2 in 
Woodway, 1 in Bellevue and 1 in Ellensburg. Among high-end condos, 339 sold for $1 mllion-plus; 8 sold for $3 million or more, all in Seattle (7 in area 701-Belltown/Downtown and 
1 in Queen Anne. The highest priced condo sale was $8.8 million, la penthouse residence at Escala Seattle.
